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INSTRUCTIONS   CONCERNING  MEAT   INSPECTION. 

Sausage  and  Cereal. 

The  frequent  finding  of  cereal  in  sausage  marked  to  show  that  no  cereal  is  present 
indicates  the  necessity  for  greater  care  in  the  preparation  of  the  product. 

Hereafter  all  equipment  and  utensils  used  in  preparing  sausage  to  which  cereal  is 
added  shall  be  thoroughly  freed  of  such  sausage  before  being  used  in  the  preparation 
of  sausage  which  is  to  be  marked  indicating  the  absence  of  cereal.  For  the  purpose 
of  properly  removing  the  sausage  the  machinery  shall  be  dismantled  and  washed  so 
as  to  remove  all  cereal  therefrom. 

Copper  Kettles  for  Cooking  Meats  and  Products. 

The  use  of  unprotected  copper  kettles  for  cooking  meats  and  meat  food  products 
is  not  permitted  in  official  establishments.  The  use  of  copper  kettles  the  surfaces 
of  which  are  plated  with  tin,  so  as  to  prevent  the  meat  and  meat  juices  from  coming 
into  contact  with  the  copper,  is  allowed.  Inspectors  shall  carefully  observe  the 
condition  of  such  kettles,  so  that  none  in  need  of  replating  may  be  used  in  the  prep- 
aration of  meats  and  meat  food  products. 

Brass  Brands. 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  again  directed  to  forward  to  the  Washington  office  all 
obsolete  and  worthless  brass  or  rubber  brands,  in  order  that  they  may  be  properly 
disposed  of.  Brands  which  have  become  slightly  mutilated  and  do  not  make  legible 
marks  should  also  be  forwarded  for  repairs. 

All  brands  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  forwarded  by  mail  in  convenient  packages, 
not  to  exceed  4  pounds  in  weight,  and  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  setting  forth  whether 
they  are  returned  for  repairs  or  other  disposal.  It  should  also  be  stated  whether 
any  new  brands  are  required  to  replace  those  unfit  for  use;  and  if  so,  how  many. 

In  all  cases  where  brands  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office  for  repairs  have  not 
yet  been  returned,  requisition  should  be  made  at  once  for  the  necessary  new  ones 
to  replace  them. 

Coloring  Matter  for  Oleomargarin,  Etc. 

It  has  been  ruled  by  the  Solicitor  that  the  shipment  from  an  official  establishment 
of  capsules  of  permitted  coloring  matter  with  oleomargin  or  similar  product  does  not 
constitute  an  offense  under  the  meat-inspection  act.  However,  no  prohibited  dye  or 
coloring  matter  shall  be  forwarded  with  such  product,  nor  shall  any  of  these  prohibited 
substances  be  permitted  in  any  official  establishment. 

Reporting  on  I.  D.  Form  112. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  render  an  I.  D.  Form  112  report  for  days  when  there  is  nothing 
to  report  but  suspects  "in  pens  from  previous  day"  or  suspect  or  retained  carcasses 
' '  held  over  from  previous  kill "  and  which  are  not  disposed  of.  However,  these  should 
be  included  in  each  I.  D.  Form  112  report  rendered,  showing  other  work,  until  date  of 
final  disposition.

Meat-Inspection  Law. 

In  the  cases  of  the  United  States  v.  Charles  B.  Sammis,  Hamburg,  N.  J.,  for  violating 
the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  immature  calf  carcasses  in  interstate  trade,  the 
defendant  entered  a  plea  of  non  vult  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  $100,  which  was 
paid. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Willard  Forshee,  Vernon,  N.  Y.,  for  violating 
the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  immature  calf  carcasses  in  interstate  trade,  the 
defendant  entered  a  plea  of  non  vult  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  $50,  which  was 
paid. 


LIVE-STOCK   QUARANTINE    LAW. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1913,  making  appropriations  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  contains  the  following 
provision : 

"That  hereafter  all  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  approved  March  3,  1905,  shall 
apply  to  any  railroad  company  or  other  common  carrier  whose  road  or  line  forms  any 
part  of  a  route  over  which  cattle  or  other  live  stock  are  transported  in  the  course  of 
shipment  from  any  quarantined  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  or  from 
the  quarantined  portion  of  a  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  into  any 
other  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia." 

By  virtue  of  this  provision,  connecting  carriers  which  transport  cattle  originating 
in  a  quarantined  area  are  amenable  to  prosecution  as  well  as  the  carriers  which  receive 
cattle  within  the  quarantined  area  for  transportation.  Bureau  employees  are  there- 
fore directed  to  secure  evidence  of  violations  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1905,  by  connecting 
carriers  as  well  as  by  initial  carriers,  committed  subsequent  to  March  4,  1913. 


SUBSTANCE     PERMITTED     FOR     OFFICIAL     DIPPING     OF     SHEEP. 

Correction. — In  Service  Announcements  for  February  15,  1913,  page  12,  under  the 
heading  "Substances  permitted  for  official  dipping  of  sheep,"  the  name  "  Krenol  Dip  " 
should  read  "Krenol  Dip  and  Disinfectant."  The  third  paragraph  as  corrected 
should  therefore  read  as  follows : 

"Krenol  Dip  and  Disinfectant,'"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Furst- 
McNess  Co.,  Freeport,  111.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons 
of  water.

CLINICAL  THERMOMETERS. 

Clinical  thermometers  will  not  ordinarily  be  furnished  with  individual  certificates. 
All  instruments  will  be  tested  by  the  Bureau  of  Standards,  and  a  memorandum  of 
such  test  will  accompany  each  shipment,  unless  the  instruments  in  a  shipment  show 
a  perfect  reading  at  all  points  or  are  accompanied  by  individual  certificates.  In 
case  the  actual  test  of  any  particular  thermometer  is  desired,  its  number  should  be 
furnished  to  the  bureau.  This  does  not  apply  to  instruments  furnished  prior  to 
February  14,  1913. 


ATTESTATION   OF   ACCOUNTS. 

The  attention  of  all  employees  concerned  is  directed  to  the  following  interpretation 
which  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  has  given  to  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
August  24,  1912,  whereby  certain  employees  of  the  Government  are  empowered  to 
administer  oaths  to  accounts  for  travel  and  other  expenses  against  the  department: 

That  provision  of  the  act  authorizing  such  oaths  to  be  administered  by  "chief  clerks 
of  the  various  executive  departments  and  bureaus,  or  clerks  designated  by  them  for 
the  purpose,"  is  understood  to  have  reference  to  the  executive  departments  at  Wash- 
ington and  bureaus  thereof.  Had  Congress  intended  to  give  an  unlimited  power  to 
these  chief  clerks  to  designate  other  clerks  to  administer  such  oaths,  regardless  of  the 
latter's  service  or  location,  it  would  appear  to  have  been  unnecessary  to  further 
enumerate,  as  the  act  does,  the  following  clerks,  viz,  "principal  clerks  of  the  various 
national  parks  and  other  Government  reservations  *  *  *  and  principal  clerks 
of  the  different  Indian  superintendencies  or  Indian  agencies." 

In  future  jurats  to  accounts  for  travel  or  other  expenses  against  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  will  not  be  accepted  if  made  before  clerks  not  in  the  department  at 
Washington  or  other  persons  not  designated  by  section  8  of  the  act  approved  August 
24,  1912,  unless  such  other  persons  are  otherwise  empowered  to  administer  oaths,  for 
which  no  reimbursement  will  be  allowed. 
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PREPARATION  OF  TIME  REPORTS,  PAY  ROLLS,  AND  SALARY 

VOUCHERS. 

The  instructions  in  Service  Announcements  for  December  15,  1912,  pages  113  to 
115,  concerning  time  reports  and  pay  vouchers,  are  changed  in  accordance  with  the 
following: 

1.  When  necessary  to  submit  the  salary  claim  of  an  employee  on  a  separate  voucher. 
Form  3,  because  of  two  or  more  appropriations  being  involved,  a  short  notation  should 
be  made  in  the  space  for  "Remarks."     For  example: 

Meat-inspection  appropriation 23  days $ 

Inspection  and  quarantine  appropriation 3  days S 

Dairy-industry  appropriation 4  days S 

The  particular  class  of  work  should  be  omitted  from  the  salary  voucher,  as  that 
will  be  shown  on  the  Form  T-15  report. 

2.  The  names  of  employees  whose  salary  claims  are  submitted  on  Form  3  vouchers, 
as  indicated  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  should  be  carried  on  the  regular  time  report 
but  in  a  group  separate  from  those  whose  names  appear  on  the  regular  pay  roll. 

3.  A  single  pay  roll  may  be  submitted  for  two  or  more  appropriations,  provided 
the  employees  carried  under  each  appropriation  have  been  engaged  for  the  entire 
month  on  work  that  is  chargeable  to  the  particular  fund  under  which  their  names 
appear  on  the  roll.  In  such  cases,  however,  the  employees  should  be  grouped  accord- 
ing to  the  appropriations,  with  proper  headings,  and  three  or  four  blank  lines  left 
between  each  group. 

APPROPRIATION  AT  HEADING  OF  VOUCHER  TO  BE   OMITTED. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  is  invited  to  the  printed  instruction 
"Leave  blank"  under  the  waved  line  following  the  word  "Appropriation"  in  the 
heading  of  all  pay  rolls,  salary  vouchers,  and  reimbursement  accounts.  In  the  future 
this  space  should  be  left  blank,  leaving  to  the  bureau  Office  of  Accounts  the  responsi- 
bility of  indicating  the  appropriation  from  which  the  roll,  voucher,  or  account  is  to 
be  paid.
